No Substitutes Can Do 
Newspaper Job 

No other advertising medium can 
duplicate the living quality of the 
newspaper — the newspaper atmos¬ 
phere of action and motion—which is 
why so many efforts to produce sub¬ 
stitutes for newspapers have failed. 
William A. Thomson, director of the 
Bureau of Advertising, declared be¬ 
fore the Advertising Club of Los An¬ 
geles last week. 

Referring specifically to publications 
known as “throw-aways,” Mr. Thom¬ 
son noted that retail merchants have 
often backed them in the belief that 
they could reduce their advertising 
costs. 

“In the 21 months from January, 
1932, to September, 1933, twice as 
many publications ot this sort were 
started as during the nine-year period 
from 1921 to 1929. Now, of 187 re¬ 
ported as launched over a period of 
12 years, 121 discontinued publication, 
or 64.7 per cent., and 87 of the number 
collapsed the same year they began. 


The Spirit of 
The Newspaper 


“Perhaps such publications have 
been useful to merchants in some cities 
as supplements to newspaper advertis¬ 
ing . . . the mushroom growth and the 
general mortality among them dem¬ 
onstrates that newspaper form and 
newspaper dress alone do not make 
advertising mediums. The spirit of the 
newspaper, the vital spark of the'day’s 
news, must be there to kindle the in¬ 
terest of the reader, and it is evident 
that is the way the majority of news¬ 
paper readers feel about throw¬ 
aways.” f—

experiment of advertisers with these 
mediums’ has been useful in that it 
has “revealed anew that no other force 
on earth is able to perform the news¬ 
paper’s job. . . . And in many com¬ 
munities it has brought home to busi¬ 
ness people a realization that a good 
newspaper deserves the wholehearted 
support of consumer and merchant 
alike, because of what it means- to its 
community. A sound press is muni¬ 
cipal insurance of the higher order.”

Insurance sur¬ 
rendered was highest in 1933, a1 
$420,361,747, compared to the 10- 
year low of $103,789,889 in 1927. 

Death claims were highest in 1932, 
at $45,384,243. Loans were highest] 
in the same year at $124,982,910.

stressed this need strongly. 

Neglect of conservation and scien¬ 
tific ^ricultural methods resulted in 
drought and desolation which in the 
last fl\’e years reduced western Can¬ 
ada’s income by $1,000,090,000, Mr. 
MacTavlsh said. 

Depression, debt and drought have 
brought the west to its knees, he 
said, urging steps to check "creep¬ 
ing desert conditions” which left 900 
square miles of woilhless soil In 
their wake.

Sir Hubert Wilkins Says Crocker
